A Crowded Passenger Steamer does to

LONDON, Aug. 8.—A despatch from Syd 


ney, New South Wales, states that the 
British steamer Catterthun bound from 
Sydney for Hong Kong, ran on Seal rooks 
which lie between Sydney and Brisbane 
and became ti total wreck. Some of the 
passengers and crew were saved but a 
number of the passengers are missing. 


Another dispatch says that it was 2 


o'clock at night when the vessel struck 
and orders were given to abandon the 
ship. All hands then took to the small 
boats. One of these boats reached Pors- 
ter this morning, but the others have not 
yet been heard from, and it is feared they 
have been lost. There was a large num- 
ber of English and Australian passengers 
aboard the steamer.

Two Trains Come Together on the Boston 


and Maine, 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript ] 


PLYMOUTH, N. H., Aug. 8.—There was 


one of the worst kind of railroad smashups 
on the White Mountain division of the 
Boston and Maine railroad just below 
Plymouth village at about 6 o'clock this 
morning. 


The wreck was caused by the running 


of a special freight over the road. What 
13 known as the 
cannon ball express 


crashed into this train Wrth'tersifio force. 
Fourteen new freight cars just out of the 
shops were stove in pieces and the loco- 
motives were complete wrecks. One of 
these was also new. This makes the 
wreck a very expensive one to the road so 
far as property being destroyed. 


The express was running fully forty 


miles an hour, and being on a down grade 
the force of the collision was frightful. 


The death fatality was hardly less than 


the immense money loss. Engineer Frank 
Stevens, Firemen George S. Merrill and 
W. H. Glines were instantly killed. 
The 


other engineer jumped and saved his h'e. 


A number of passengers are reported 


very seriously injured. 


[LATER.] 


CDNCORD, N. H., Aug. 8.—The latest in- 


telligence received by the railroad officers 
concerning the collision at Plymouth, 
states that no passengers were hurt but 
two or three other trainmen were injured 
besides those mentioned as killed. 


Orders for the movement of the tw< 


trains were given by a despatcher at 
Woodsville, and it is not known who 
blundered. No one understood that the 
freight was on the time of the express 
when the collision occurred. 


Telegraph and telephone poles were 


destroyed for a distanc of several hundred 
feet by the collision and about all com- 
munication by wire is cut off. 


At Boston no trains have arrived as yet 


today from any point north of Concord, 
and until telegraphic communication is 
restored it will be impossible to get any 
detailed account of the accident. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 8.—A dispatbh from Al- 


buquerque, N. M., states that the train 
which left San Francisco Monday evening 
was wrecked 100 miles west of that place 
on the Atlantic & Pacific R. B. last even- 
ing. It is reported that twelve persons 
were killed and twenty-four injured. De- 
tails are meager.

A Chinese gunboat has been 
sent to quell the rioting. It is reported 
that anti-foreign agitators intend soon to 
destroy all the missions in Kwang Tung 
Province, and drive the misslonares into 
the treaty parts. A Chinese sect known 
as the -'Vegetarians," who ar« at the bot- 
tom of these outrages now number 12,000 
men.

Isaac Stetson of Dalton was in town 


this morning to atop. payment on his 
Hoosac Savings bank account, the book 
having been taken from his house by bnr- 
glars yesterday afternoon. II« had a sim- 
ilar errand in Adams, as a book represent- 
ing a deposit in the savings bank there 
was also taken. 


Mr. Stetson was seen by a TRANSCRIPT 


representative, to whom he treely gave 
all the details of the burglary. He is a 
bachelor about sixty years old and lives 
alone in an old farmh'ouse in Dalton, 
where he has been a resident for over forty 
years. 
Yesterday he worked for a 


neighbor in the hay field and when he re- 
turned at night he found that his house 
had been broken into and ransacked by 
burglars. The door was opened by pull- 
ing a staple. Mr. Stetson kept bis valua- 
bles in a box in an old brick oven. They 
consisted of bank books, mortgages, notes, 
etc., representing an aggregate value of 
$9,000. His deposit in the Hoosac Savings 
bankisabout*l,500andin the savings bank 
at Adams he has about ?l,200. Mr. Stet- 
son notified the banes by telegraph and 
started out this morning to more fully ex- 
plain the case. 


Mr. Stetson said the burglars took hU 


two watches, one gold and one silver, his 
revolver, and » silver dollar more than 
100 years old, which hie has had for over 
fifty years. They ripped his feather bed 
into shreds, evidently thinking they 
would find valuables therein, but in this 
they were disappointed. Aside from the 
watches, the burglars will realize but lit- 
tle from their haul, as they can collect 
nothing on the bank books or papers 
taken. But they showed their disposiiion 
to make a clean sweep and probably has- 
tened away with their plunder without 
stopping to examine it very closely. 


Mr. Stetson was shabbily dressed and is 


evidently something of a, hermit and in- 
clined to hoard his property., He has a 
firm, but says he is not making any 
money. He says he made his money in 
the lumbering business during and after 
the war. He had a large tract of timber 
land which he cleared off when lumber 
was high, and by the operation he cleared 
$15.000 in ten years. He says he h«s not 
made any money eince that time. He is of 
cue opinion, that the burglary was com- 
mitted by parties familiar wi$,h his prem- 
ises and circumstances, -,. and in this 
supposition he is probably, correct. 
He 


will make an effort to have the house 
breakers apprehended and brought to jus- 
tice.

Tnat Is What the IU H. M< West-Bound 


Train Is For. 


The TRANSCRIPT yesterday contained 


an extract from a letter in the Boston 
Post describing a trip from Boston to Rot- 
terdam Junction, N. Y., on the fast train 
that passes through this town at 10 p. m. 
The train wa3 spoken of iu introducing 
the quoted paragraph as the "fast express 
train," but, as is very generally known, it 
is not what is ordinarily understood by 
the term, "express train," which means a 
fast passenger train carrying also express 
or mail matter, or both. The above is 
for the benefit of any who might possibly 
be led to think that a west-bound express 
train carrying passengers leaves this town 
at 10 p. m., for such is not the case. The 
train in question carries no passengers 
under any consideration, and its real 
character is worthy of more extended no- 
tice than it has received from the local 
pre'-s. 


This train is an express train in the lit- 


eral sense of the word. It is controlled 
by the National Express company and is 
used for getting express matter, west from 
Boston in short time. It carries nothing 
but express matter. This it carries in large 
quantities and with great rapidity. It 
runs from Boston to this town in four 
hours and from here to Chicago in twen- 
ty-one hours, making twenty-five hours 
the running time between Boston and 
Chicago, including all stops. The dis- 
tance is about 1,300 miles. 


This is claimed to be the fastest train in 


the country running between the East 
and the West. It carries all sorts of ex- 
press matter, much of which is perisha- 
ble, of course, but gets it through in so 
short a time that patrons of the express 
company are greatly accommodated and 
benefited. Another advantage in connec- 
tion with this train is that the cars run 
through from Boston to Chicago, which 
saves the work of shifting the express 
from one train to another. It is giving 
the express company excellent satisfac- 
tion and the company is in turn furnish- 
ing to its patrons better service than they 
ever enjoyed before. The train has been 
running for something over a year. At 
first it carried a few passengers, but its 
speed was such that not many ever 
patronized it a second time, and for this 
and other reasons the passenger traffic 
was cut off entirely. The speed of the 
train has sinct been increased and it is 
now an institution well worthy of note.

NOTHING WRONG AT DALTON. 


Counterfeiters Have Not Secured Any of 


•• Crane «.'Co.'s Government Paper. 


The following story was yesterday sent 


out from New York and created wide in- 
terest and surprise. 


The paper used by Brockway's gang of 
counterfeiters was manufactured for the 
United States government. This startling 
fact was made known by Secret Service 
Chief Hazen yesterday. In Mrs. Smith's 
home were found fiber paper to make f 1,- 
000,000 in counterfeit bills. The full sig- 
nificance of the disclosure will be appre- 
ciated by those who are aware of the pre- 
cautions that are taken at Crane & Co's 
pappr mill. There is strict guard of the 
secrets of the manufacture of the paper 
which they supply by contract to the 
treasury department for the printing of 
bonds, certificates and paper currency. 
The mysteries associated with the wor- 
ship of ancient Egyptian deities were sup- 
posed to be more profound than those 
enveloping the various operations in 
Crane & Go's paper mill. No one work- 
man was supposed by the regulations im- 
posed by the government to be familiar 
with more than one branch of the trat'e, 
and every single sheet of paper manufac- 
tured was believed to ue accounted for to 
the secretary of the treasury. 
In other 
words, the system, as it has oeen exploit- 
ed, wa> such that it would be impossible 
for outsiders either to obtain possession of 
the paper when made, or to learn the 
secret of its manufacture. Yet the Brad- 
ford-Brockaway gang—the most formid- 
able aggregation ot counterfeiters ever de- 
tected—were possessed ot a large quantity 
of this vciitable paper, manufactured for 
the sole purpose of bearing negotiable ac- 
knowledgements of tUe country's obliga- 
tions. Some of it was designed for green- 
backs; some ot it for bonds. There were 
several sheets, for instance, which, when 
held up to the light in the secret service 
office showed this water mark: Crane & 
Co, Dalton Mass., Bond 16. 


But this story is untrue. W. Murray 


Crane, owner and manager of the govern- 
ment mill, stated iu on interview last 
evening that the paper which the secret 
service officials lound in the possession of 
the counterfeiters is not "government 
paper," but the well known bond paper 
which the Cranes have made for years. 
This bond paper is sold everywhere to the 
commercial trade, and anybody can buy 
it from almost any dealer. There are no 
water marks on tho government paper' 
which contradicts the description of the 
sheets seized by the secret service officials 
and in other respects it differs. 


Superintendent Mills of the government 


mill believes that the counterfeiters at- 
tempted to use paper made to imitate that 
in use four years ago, having a red and a 
blue line of bilk rjnmngthe length of the 
note, about three-quarters of an inch from 
the top and bottom edge. All paper of 
that sort made at the mill was used, de- 
stroyed or accounted for; and of the paper 
now manufactured, which diffets trom 
the previous issue in that there is a spray 
line of colored silk fibre at top and bottom 
instead of the sttken thread, every sheet 
ever made up to date has been properly 
delivered and receipted for. It is believed 
by Messrs. Crane that the paper which 
has been seized in New York will prove 
to be two very thin sheets of their bond 
paper, glued together with bank note 
paste, with the silken threads placed 
between the sheets.

catisaed with everytdin^ done in public 
oiflce by the representatives of that 
party. 
Every ciUzcr: should understand that 
this government, was not creat eel tor his 
delectation or to give expression to his 
peculiar views or caprices. 
What may 
seem to him in all seriousness to t>e import- 
ant political considerations aie iDsignih- 
cant when compared with the ?reat prin- 
ciple involved in party ieality. 
The 
human mind, especially the American 
mind today, is not retentive, but rather 
spasmodic when it is turned to the con- 
sideration of political matters. 
It is 
prone to regard the nearest evil as the 
greatest evil. 
An acute sense of the importance of 
party fealty alone wHl prevent the mind 
from being deceived, by false proportions, 
and by an active realization or slight pain 
for getting the lurking disease.

Therecord of apolitical party 
is not made in one year nor in ten years, 
and he is an ignorant voter who is in- 
fluenced 'alone by some dark perform- 
ances so close to him that it is magnified 
out of proportion, and excludes from his 
range of vison acts more hideous, but too 
for away to be seen. 


G. A.' R. ENCAMPMENT BARBECUE. 


Five weeks hence and the veterans of 


the late civil war are to meet in national 
encampment at Louisville, Ky. It has 
been decided to devote one day to a mam- 
moth Kentucky barbecue, which will be 
the largest ever held probably in the 
world. There will also be a little ocean of 
burgoo. Never before have the veterans 
been treated to a barbecue at the encamp- 
ments, and it will be a novelty to many of 
them. 


The proportions of this barbecue are on 


a scale that will astonish everybody that 
attends. The barbecue committee has let 
contracts for fifteen kettles, each of 
which will contain 590 gallons of burgoo, 
making 7SOO to be cooked at once. These 
kettles will be filled and refilled a dozen 
times during the day. 


Four hundred head of cattle, 300 calves 


and 200 sheep will be roasted over the im- 
mense trenches that will have to be dug 
•round Wilder Park where the barbecue 
will be held. There will be 300 cooks and 
500 waiters to attend on the tables which 
will accommodate 35,000 guests at a 
single sitting. The veterans will be in- 
vited to be present during the cooking, so 
that they can see just how the beef is pre- 
pared for them. 


A stage 50 by 140 feet will be erected in 


such a position that the veterans can 
witness the old Southern plantation en- 
tertainment while eating. There will be a 
cake walk, with 250entries; old-fashioned 
quadrilles, cotton-patch reels, a husk- 
ing bee and buck and wing dances. Three 
negro bands will be brought from a fa- 
mous Southern plantation state, and there 
will be a chorus of 500 negroes, under the 
direction of Col. W. S. Hays, tbe old song 
writer and steamboat captain, who is 
known by every boatman on the Ohio and 
Mississippi rivers. 


It will not be surprising if the veterans 


have a very good time in "Old Kentuok."

A FIGHTING OYSTER. 


In a Battle With » StarflMh tho Watchful 


Bivalve Killed Its Foe. 


"To look at an oyster you .would never 


imagine that tbero vrr.s any fight in it, 
would yon?" nsked an observant fisherman 
as he pried open 1 ho shell of one of tho 
bivalves ho -was talking about. "No uoo 
would think an oyster could and would 
fight anlcss he had been a witness some 
time or other of the oyster's fighting quali- 
ties. 


"One of the most exciting contests I 


ever saw was between an-oyster and one 
of tho most deadly enemies of the oyster 
family, r,nd I am glad to say that the oys- 
ter won tho flght. The enemy, was a star- 
fish, and if all of its kind wero as fresh 
and indiscreet us this one was they 
wouldn't bo a source of BO much dread to 
the oyster fcimer. 


'•Every person who has anything to do 


wilh raising oysters has seen many a lant- 
tlo between them and starfish. 
Those tic- 


structivo enemies of the oyster grow fast, 
but seldom attempt to attack the bivalves 
be/oro they are 6 months old, and then 
their inexperience anil oTerconfltlcnec ate 
apt to get them in a heap of tronhle. A 
staiflsh that lias cut its eyelceth, i-o to 
speak, will get the best of an nyrter every 
nine, for it will mount tho shell, drill a 
hole through it. iujectits stupefying liquid 
into the oyster and envelope tho whole 
thing with its capacious «.:d clastic mouth 
btoniiieh bei'oru tho poor shellfish ki.ows 
what has happened to it. 
'' A school of starfish can go through an 


oyster iarni almost as quickly as a tornacio 
cau wipe out n wheifc farm in Dakota. 
Stiuiish aro virtually walking stomachs, 
and 1 have louud them stretched over 
clams, shell and all, that were a great deal 
bigger than the natural dimensions of the 
starfish. 
When one of the§o rapacious 


marauders envelops a clam or an oyster, it 
simply turns Ut-M wrong side out and 
pulKilbeir over its victim, as you \Mjuld 
pull on u, pair of new -jocks. 


"This fight I w;is speaking about oc- 


curred in shallow water, and I hail a good 
sight of it. I baw the t,tartish work warily 
along over the oyster, and then settle upon 
it. 
The bivalve was on tho lookout, 


though, and when the starfish was near 
enough tho oyster's shell closed like a steel 
trap on ono of tlte starfish's five rays and 
cut it off as siick ns it it had been llano 
with :i knite. A storflsh, doesn't mind tho 
loss of a ray or two—in fact, it can stand 
tho loss of four of its rays and then make 
its way off, in a short time spreading and 
growing the lost members again. But if 
the -starfish loses all five of its rays its 
doom is sealed. It will die almost imme- 
diately. 


"Tho oyster had no sooner clipped off 


ono of Ha foe's legs than.,it pet its trap 
again and waited for a renewal of tho at- 
tack. This was, not .long in coming. The 
starfish dropped itself slowly, with bo 
much confidence that I could almost see it, 
and was soon astride tho oyster again. 
Again the trap flew shut, and tho starfish 
rose with but (thr^f of its- five rays left. 
But it was plucky, and frith confidence 
unimpaired returned for Hie third round 
with the prompt .-.nd watchful oyster. The 
round was a repetition ot the other two, 
and the starfish was Bereft of another leg. 
The persistent enemy of tho oyster hdd ap- 
parently set its mind on having that par- 
ticular one, aud without a moment's hesi- 
tation turned its crippled body to the 
fourth assault. 


"The oyster was now mad all the way 


through and shifted its position, turning 
its open shell upward as the starfish drop- 
ped toward it. This was tho last round of 
the fight, for the oyster caught both re- 
maining rays of tho btarfish in tho trap 
and snipped them off at one bite. The 
rayless starfish turiH'O over and sank to 
the bottom dead.''—Sew York Sun.

"I have never seen the south look so 


prosperous, 
especially 
Georgia. 
Hard 


times are rapidly becoming extinct, and I 
believe that the southern states are mov- 
ing on to the most prosperous epoch iu 
their history. Georgia fanners will make 
this year better corn crops uncl r«.^e more 
wheat than ever before 
It is saie to say 


that the food s\ipply of th.it stute, if prop- 
erly distributed, will be sufficient for two 
years' consumption. Tlic corn crop is in 
better condition than for years piust, and 
will probably exceed every former produc- 
tion of the state. 
More fine hogs are be- 


ing raised than for many years. The rais- 
ing of all needed fooil supplies leaves cot- 
ton a sill-plus crop, and proves the diversi- 
fied agricultural possibilities oC that sec- 
tion. 


"Cotton is guffciently advanced to in-

American and British Missions At- 


tacked by Vegetarians. 


Chinese Troops Can Bender 


but Little Aid. ' 


Further Details of the Recent Attack on the 


Missions at Ku-Cheng. 


CANTON, Aug. 8. — The British 
nnd 


American missions at Path-Shan were at- 
tacked yesterday afternoon by a large and 
infuriated mob. 


The hospitals were demolished. 
Some of tile missionaries fled to Sharaon, 


while other's repiained. 


A Chinese gunboat has been dispatched 


to quell the riots. 
It is reported that all the missions at 


Kwang-Tung will soon ba destroyed and 
the missionaries driven to the treaty 
ports. 


The Vegetarians nre 12,000 strong and 


well-armed and organized, and able to 
withstand the Chinese troops. 


THE KU-CHENG MASSACRE 


Described by Dr. Gregory, an American Mis- 


sionary at That Place. 


Dr. Gregory, an American missionary, 


who escaped from Ku-Cheng, gives the 
following account of the massacre there: 
At 13:30 p. in., Thursday, Aug. 1, a 
native Christian rushed into my stud}', 
saying that several of the foreign ladies at 
Hwsaug, a mountain resort about 13 
miles from the city of Ku-Cheng, had been 
killed that morning, and that two houses 
had been burned. 1'ifteen minutes later a 
note from Mr. Phillips confirmed this. 
He wrote that five Indies were dead, the 
Stewarts were missing, and four persons 
were seriously wounded. 
He expressed 


the hope that I was then on my way to 
Hwasang. 


I immediately went into the Yamen, 


where hundreds of excited natives had 
already gathered, and requested the dis- 
trict magistrate, Wong, to send some 
eoldiers at once to Hwasang to protect 
those still living. In half an hour the 
magistrate went to Hwasang under au 
escort of about 60 soldiers. 


At 3 p, in. I left Ku-Cheng tinder an es- 


cort of 13 soldiers, arriving at Hwasang at 
S p. m., to ttnd that nine adults, all Brit- 
ish subjects, had been murdered, aud that 
all those still alive at Hwasang—eight 
only—had been more or less injured, ex- 
cepting Mr. Phillips, who had arrived 
only two or three days before and was 
lodging at a native house some distance 
from the English cottages. 


I was delayed in leaving Ku-Cheng, ow- 


ing to the fact that the coolies refused to 
carry chairs. On my arrival I went to 
work to make the injured as comfortable 
as possible. 


Miss Codrington received a sword cut 


extending from the angle of her mouth, 
diagonally, outward and downward seven 
inches long, completely dividing the lower 
lip and exposing the interior maxillary 
bone; one cution the crown, three inches 
in length and quite down to the inner 
table of the skull; one cut across the nose, 
beneath the right eye, five inches long, and 
another, three inches long, on the right 
side o£ the neck. The-last two were sldu 
wounds only. There were also two con- 
tusions on the right arm and a deep punc- 
tured wound on the outside of the right 
thigh. Her condition is serious. 


Miss Mabel C. Hartford, of the Method- 


ist mission, the only American residing 
in Hwasang at the ^ime, was living in a 
small native house some 20 rods from tlio 
English cottages. She was attacked by 
one of the assassins armed with a trident. 
She received a. slight cut in the lobe of the 
ear; was,thrown to the- ground, beaten 
about the lower extremities and the body. 
While the murderer was engaged in this 
attack a servant grappled with the assail- 
ant, and during the struggle Miss Hart- 
ford escaped. , 
, 


Miss Hellis remained hidden until all 


was over, Her nervous system sustained 
a serious injury. 


Mildred Stewart, aged 12 years, received 


a wound on the outside of the right knee- 
joint, six inches long, exposing the joint, 
and two punctured wounds, one on the 
left leg and one on the left foot. Her con- 
dition is serious. 


Baby Stewart, 13 months old, has a 


severe injury to the right eye, a small 
penetrating wound in the frontal region, 
which enters the cranial cavity, and sev- 
eral severe braises on the head and body. 
The injuries will probably prove fatal. 
All the wounds apparently were made by 
the swords and spears. 


Of those killed outright, Mr. and Mrs. 


Stewart, Nellie Saunders, and Lena Pel- 
low, an Irish nurse, were almost wholly 
incinerated in the burned house. In all 
probability they were murdered before the 
house was burned. Kathleen Stewart saw 
Nellie Saunders lying unconscious on the 
nursery floor. 


Hessie Newoomb was cut on the left 


cheek and left hand, probably with a 
spear, and then was thrown over a steep 
embankment, where we recovered the 
body. 


Miss Marshall's throat was frightfully 


cut, and there was a deep sword wound in 
the left wrist. 


I failed to find any serious wound on the 


body of Miss Stewart. I am inclined to 
think she died from shook. 


Miss Gordon received a deep spear wound 


In the face, another in the side of the 
neck and one on the right side of the head. 


Topsy Saunders' death was caused by a 


epear wound on the right side of the head, 
the weapon entering the brain. The last 
three bodies were lying in one heap. 


This frightful massacre was done by the 


members of the secret society known ag 
the Vegetarians, who have been causing 
much trouble alike to Christians and 
heathens in and around Ku-Cheng city. 


From various reports of those who saw 


the attack, I believe that about 80 men 
were engaged. They were armed with 
spears aud swords, and seemed strongly 
organized under one leader. The attack 
came like a thunderbolt out of a clear sky, 
not one of the victims having the slightest 
intimation of the intention to assault 
them. Thirty minutes from the time the 
onslaught commenced not a single Vege- 
tarian was to be seen near the grounds of 
the massacre. 


When the question is raised as to the 


cause of the terrible massacre, one need 
have little doubt that the Vegetarians 
were the active participants, and that the 
local and provincial authorities were di- 
rectly Implicated In the crime seems cer- 
tain, for the society has been strong 
around Ku-Cheng for two years, and In- 
creasing.
